1 . Claims 1-26 are allowed.

None of the prior art teaches or suggests a timing change portion on an 

electromagnetic wave reception device configured to change the duration of the 
intervals between the detection periods of the reception device to be shorter when input 
electromagnetic waves are detected a plurality of times for a predetermined period of 
time such that the duration of the intervals between the detection periods of the 
reception device, prior to the change of the duration, is longer than the predetermined 
transmission duration of the transmission device and the duration of the intervals 
between the detection periods of the reception device, subsequent to the change of the 
duration, is shorter than the predetermined transmission duration of the transmission 
device.
